(Conclusion of the Series) 


Industrial development may not be the great headache 


that some persons imagine, 

For there are several methods which may be used in de- 
veloping an area, 

In some communities, the responsible group seeks in- 
dividual business firms. The selling job is long and the 
number of successful ‘‘sales’’ is few compared with the 
effort expended, 

Other communities buy land through private non-profit 
corporations, as described earlier in this series, build 
factories and then sell or lease to industry. 

Other communities have prevailed on commercial real 
estate developers to come in and buy land. The commer- 
cial firm then puts up buildings and sells or leases them. 


The community, then, does only the initial selling job 


and then waits, letting the commercial firm Spend its mon- 
ey and sell the space. But this System too has its draw- 
backs — for sometimes a commercial firm buys land only 
to let it sit idle for some years. And, regrettably, some- 
times land-owners try to hold up the commercial firm for 
outrageous prices, causing negotiations to collapse. 

Whatever the method used, however, we stress again 
that information is needed before any sort of sales job 
can begin. The development group Should be formed 
so that all possible data will be ready when the area for 
industrial development is chosen and zoned. Then 
can be taken without delay,

This group would have the added responsibility of choo- 
sing the method by which the land could be properly de- 
veloped — by individuals, by commercial firms, by a pri- 
vate, non-profit corporation or by any other practical 
means, 


At this time there is a lot of talk about industrial de- 


velopment and very little action. 

It seems obvious that all are aware of the problem, for 
they talk about it often, yet there is need of 
person who will be the sparkplug — the man 
others out of debate into action.
